As R esident Commis­ 
sioner he has a seat on the floor of 
the American Congress, the privilege 
of taking part in debates, although no 
vote. 
Commissioner de Veyra has an Inter­ 
esting wife arid four bright Filipino 
kiddies. The De Veyra family, Individ­ 
ually and collectively, constitute the 
best argum ent as to the tact and capa­ 
bilities of Filipinos that tile Philippine 
Islands have in Washington. 
The commissioner Ss a IOO per cent 
Filipino, a Visayan, and is one of tile 
forem ost leaders of the p arty In power 
in tile islands. 
During American occu­ 
pation he lias been successively gov­ 
ernor of his province, mem ber of the 
Philippine 
legislature, cabinet 
mem­ 
ber ami executive secretary of the 
islands.

Today the trip from 
Manila to Baguio I* ton expensive for 
the average Manila worker ami his 
family, many of whom may live and 
die without beholding the wondrous 
beauties of their own island of Luzon. 
Think of what a blessing it would be 
to Filipino mothers und children to 
feel upon their fevered brow* the cool, 
invigorating tweezes of the mountain 
tops, now so near and yet no far! With 
the Philippine government owning its 
own electric railways and hydroelec­ 
tric plants It would he possible to bring 


the trip to Baguio within the means of 
hundreds of thousands of Filipinos. 
Not only la there sufficient power in 
this river to electrify a line from Ma­ 
nila to Baguio, but to operate the 
street railways of Manila, light the 
city and furnish i>ower for manufac­ 
turing concerns.

Late studies made by Professor B HL 
Cond of the 
T ilte d States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture confirms his for­ 
mer opinion that by the prosier use 
of well made calcium arsenate boll 
weevil damage to cotton may be kept 
at the regular normal shed of the 
cotton plant at a cost of about two 
dollars per application The first thing 
to do is to get ready in time, procure 
the material and the appliances fo» 
distributing it and to be poaltive that 
the poison la of the proper kind There 
Is only one absolute way of being 
positive and this Is to send a sample 
to the Delta Laboratory a' Tallulah, 
Ll uialana. where it will be examined 
free of charge and a report made to 
you, or by having It analyzed by a 
good chemist 
Under the system of poisoning found 
most effective but at the same time 
most economical, the weevils are ai* 
lowed to multiply until they are pres­ 
ent In such abundance as to be dan* 
eerou* to t h e crop vield. then poison­ 
ing is begun and kept up for every 
four or five days until the cotton has 
been kept covered with the material 
for a b o u t twelve days. W eather con­ 
ditions may cause a variation in this 
program, but if the weather Is ideal, 
this plan will thoroughly control both 
the weevils and their progeny. 
The time to dust Is when the air 
Is still and full of moisture and the 
plants wet with dew. 
This means 
that the best 
time to dust Is at night 
or while the dew is on the plants, 
livery part of the cotton plant should 
be touched with the dust cloud. Five 
pounds per acre will give good re­ 
sults where the machines are well op­ 
erated. 
Four pounds ie the amount 
used by the Government experts at 
Tallulah. 
Since the calcium arsenate 
Is worth about 25 cents per pound, 
economy should bp observed In its use.
